Claims 1-3, 6, 7 « ■ 

Document 1 describes a method for synthesizing an isoqumoline derivative represented by the 
general formula (A) presented on Page 1 of the Description, wherein, first, a carboxylic acid portion of 
la nipecotinic acid with a protected N atom in 1 position is amidized with a 1 ,2,3,4- 
tetrahydroisoquinoline derivative and men the protective group in 1 position is deprotected and -CH 2 - 
|CH 2 -N(R 2 >C(0)-Ar is introduced. 

On the other hand, document 2 describes a method for synlhesizing an isoquinoline derivative 
having a chemical structure similar to that represented by the aforementioned general formula (A), 
wherein first, the desired group is introduced to the N atom in 1 position of nipecotinic acid with a 
protected carboxylic acid portion and then the protective group of the carboxylic acid is deprotected 
and amidization is conducted with 1,2,3,4-tetrahydroisoquinoline derivative. 
I Here, first, introducing the -CH 2 -CH 2 -N(R 2 )-C(0)-Ar to the N atom in 1 position of nipecotinic 
acid with a protected carboxylic acid portion, then deprotecting the protective group of the carboxylic 
acid and conducting amidization with 1,2,3,4-tetrahydroisoquinoline derivative in the method 
described in document 1 could have easily been conceived by a person skilled in the art based on the 
(description in document 2. 

It follows from the above that the inventions described in claims 1-3, 6, and 7 do not mvolve an 
linventive step based on documents 1 and 2. 

|ciaims 4, 5 

Documents 1 and 2 neither describe nor suggest reacting a dihydroxazole derivative with 
Inipecotinic acid and this feature cannot be considered obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

It follows from the above that the inventions described in claims 4 and 5 appear to possess 
lovelty and involve an inventive step with respect to documents 1 and 2. 
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
